REGULATIONS ON. Ml- \ 
GRATORY BIRDS RECEIVE 


A summary of the 1930 Dominion 
regulations concerning the killing of 
migratory birds in Alberta has just 
been: received’ from the Department of 
Interior, Ottawa, and should be of in- 
terest to all who hunt migratory, 
birds: , 

In Alberta, north of the Clear. 
water and Athabasca rivers, the 
season for ducks, geese and coots, 
Wilsons or Jack-snipe opens on 
September first and closes De 
cember fourteenth. South of the 
Cleawater and Athabasca rivers 
the open season for the above 
starts ion September fifteenth and 
closes December fourteenth. 

There ig a closed season in the 
provinces of Alberta and Saskat- 
chewan on. swans, mood duck, eider 
duck, cranes, curlew, willet, god- 
wits, upland plover, black-bellied 
and golden plover, gréater and 
lesser yellow-legs, avocets, dowit- 
chers, knots, oyster catchers, phal- 
aropes, stilts, surfbirds, turnstones 
and all the shore birds not providéd 
with an open schedule in the above 
schedule. 


There is a closed season through- 
out the year on the following, non- 
game birds: auks, auklets, bitterns, 
fulmars ,gannets, grebs, buillemots, 
gulls, herons, jaegers, loons, murres, 
petrels, puffins, shearwaterg and 
terns. 


There is a closed season through- 
out the year on the following in- 
sectivorous birds: bobolinks, cat- 
birds, chickadees, cuckoos, flick- 
ers, fiycatchers, grosbeaks, hump 
mingbirds, kinglets, martins, nut- 
hatches, meadowlarks, nighthawks 
‘or Dull bats, orioles, fobins, swal- 
lows, shrikes, swifts, tanagers, tit- 
mice, thrushes ‘vireos, warblers, 
waxwings,. whip-poor-wills, | wood- 


other 
entirely 


peckerg and wrens, and all 
perching birds which feed 
or chiefly on insects. 

The regulations say -that no per- 
son shall kill, hunt, capture, injure 
take or molest migratory birds during 
the closed season. Sale of these 
is forbidden. 


The killing, capturing, taking, in- 
juring or molesting of migratory 
non-game birds is prohibited. The 
possession of migratory game birds 
killed during the open season is al- 
lowed in Alberta until March 31, fol- 
lowing the open season. 

Alberta—Ducks, 30 in one day 
and not more than 200 of all kinds 


in a season; geese, 15; coots, 25; 
Wilson’s snipe, 25. 

The use of automatic (auto load- 
ing), swivel or machine guns, or 


battery, or any gun larger than num- 
ber 10 gauge is prohibited, and the 
use tof any aeroplane, power-boat, 
sail boat or night light, and shooting 
from any horse-drawn or motor ‘ve- 
hicle is forbidden. 

The shooting of migratory game 
birds earlier than one hour before 
sunrise or later than one hour after 
sunset is prohibited. 

The penalty for violation iof any of 
the above provisions upon summary 
conviction is, for each offense, a fine 
of not more than three hundred dol- 
lars and not less than ten dollars, or 
to imprisonment for a term not ex- 
ceeding six months or to both fine 
and imprisonment.

If every person were to go to his 
doctor regularly, once a year, for a 
health examination, this would allow 
for the detection of many _ early 
cases. That is one of many reasons 
why the periodic health examination 
is a good habit that should be ‘culti- 
vated by everyone—men as well as 
women. 

Failing the health ' examination, 
what brings the woman to her doc- 
tor? Symptoms, The earliest signs 
and symptoms should _ therefore 
prompt every woman to consult her 
doctor. The early symptoms of can- 
cer are the same as those occurring 
in other conditions, and the phy- 
sician will decide as to what the ac- 
tual condition is. 


More than one-third of all cases of 
cancer in women develop in the uter- 
us. We do not know the cause of 
cancer, but we do know that chronic 
irritation predisposes to its  occur- 
rence. During childbirth, injury to 
the lower end of the uterus—the cer- 
vix—is not uncommon. If such in- 
jury is not properly repaired, there 
is a part subjected to chronic irrita- 
tion which apparently predi8poses to 
cancer, as it is in the cervix that 
most cancers of the uterus begin. 

The attention of women is fre- 
quently and rightly drawn to the need 
and value of pre-natal care. We 
would like to add that post-natal care 
is about the best form of life insur- 
ance for any woman. By post-natal 
care, We mean proper medical and 
nursing care afler the birth of the 
child, and, as a part of that care, an 
examination by the physician, after a 


period of some~yeeks, to determine if 


all the parts are normal or 
treatment ig indicated. 

Proper post-natal care and prompt 
attention to any discharge of irregu- 
lar bleeding, particularly. after ‘the 
menopause, will do much to control 
cancer of the uterus. A complete ex- 
amination. by a physician is the way 
to secure such-eare and attention. 

If, in addition to the above-noted 
points, women would promptly con- 
sult their physicans about any lump 
on,. or discharge from the breast, 
there would be a different story to 
tell about cancer. Harly treatment of 
cancer is successful in a large per- 
centage of cases. The real problem is 
to bring cases under treatment ear-

4. If a subscriber orders his paper 
stopped at a certain time and the pub- 
lisher continues to send it, the sub- 
scriber is bound to pay for it if he 
takes it out of the post office. This 
follows the principle that a man must 


pay for what he uses.

Each year ig marked by the erec- 
tion of a few more silos in the Prairie 
Provinces but unfortunately the num- 
ber is not as large as is warranted 
by the success’ which. attends their 
use. At the Dominion Experimental 
‘Station,. Lacombe, three, general 
typeg of silos,.the above-ground, the 
pit and the ‘trench, have been used 
for a number of years with such ex- 
cellent results, that ‘we have no hes- 
itation in recommending them to any- 
one keeping a number of live stock. 

The above-ground wood stave silo 
J gives satisfaction ag far as it can be 
\given in this climate of cold winters. 
Freezing is the great drawback. 
Where it is built in the open exces- 
sive freezing can be prevented by 
blowing a straw stack around it at 
threshing time and the straw can be 
used for bedding in the spring and 
summer. A silo 16 feet in diameter 
by 36 fet high holds about 150 tons 
of feed. .

They are, no 
easier to fill and. more difficult to: get 
the ensilage out of since a hoist must

City of Calgary, and supplies 
matural gas to this city and the City 
of Lethbridge, as well as to fourteen 
intervening: towns. This Company 
has its own field at Foremost, Alberta, 
;Which it holds’ in’ reserve. Its pres- 
lent supply is obtained from Turner 
Valley. The Company now serves in 
the neighborhood of 21,000 consumers. 

The Union Power Company, Lim- 
ited, supplies ‘electricity to thirty 
towns and villages in the vicinity of 
Drumheller, Big Valley, Stettler and 
Coronation. Power is also furnished 
to all of the coal mines in the Drum- 
heller valley as well as several farms. 
The large steam power plant which 
supplies this district is situated _ at 
Drumheller, It was constructed last 
year and has a capacity of 2,500 
horsepower. 

The other Company in Alberta is 
the Canadian Utilities Limited. This 
company supplies electric light and 
power to several districts in Alberta 
and . Saskatchewan. In Alberta it 
serves some seventeen towns and 
villages. 

Three towns are supplied from a 
Deisel oil engine plant at Grande 
Prairie, which plant has a capacity of 
five hundred horsepower.
